N. B. Powley, general manager of 


the Pacific Telephone and Telegraph 
Company, held tho first conversation 
from 
Southern California to Great 


Britain Saturday morning (February 
26) talking to H. E. Shrecvo in, Lon- 
don, assistant to vipe-president of 
the American Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company. Telephone officials 
and newspaper men listened in on 
the 'conversation, which marked the 
hdt step in opening transatlantic 
telephone service tojthe entire Unit- 
ed States. 


Following Mr. Powley's opening 


conversation, the service was thrown 
open to tho public. 
Calls to Great 


Britain are placed with the long dis- 
tance operator in the regular manner. 
Applications 
for the service were 


received by the telephone company 
beginning Friday. 


The rates for the service between 


England 'and any .point on tho Pa'ci 
fie coast are the same, the charges 
T>eing $87 for three minutes and $29 
for each additional minute or f rac 
tion of a minute. Calls are aeceptec 
at the same rate on either station-to 
station, or pcrson-to-person basis, bu 
/if, on, the person-to-person basis, the 
distant telephone is reached but no 
the party desired, a report chargi 
of $10 is made. Evening and nigh 
discounted rates do not apply t< 
trans-Atlantic service. The hours o: 
service on the Pacific coast are from 
5:30 a. m. to 10 a. m., Pacific stan 
dard time, or 1:30 to 6 p. in., Britisl 
time.

Vegetables Shipped By Plane 
Lieutenant Norman Gxrddard, uvi 


ator of Imperial county, has com 
pletsd a new • plane with a speed o 
over 100 miles an hour and a liftin 
capacity of 1000 pounds, which wi' 
be used in the transportation of per 
ishable vegetables and fruits to coas 
cities. 


Perhaps the first gold 
mining 


known in California was in the San 
Gabriel canyon, back in the days of 
Spanish dominance. 


Legendary records connect mining 


activity in this canyon as early as in 
the 1830's, when Mexican rule pre- 
vailed. 


It may be said that San Gabriel 


canyon has been a hire to gold seek- 
ers ever since California became a 
part of the domain of the United 
States. Placer mining has generally 
predominated; however, there has 
been considerable energy spent in 
both ledge and shaft mining. Frdm 
the ledge and placer .nave come some 
huge gold nuggets. Thomas A Smith 
of Aausa has one of these, which he 
is carefully preserving since its dis- 
covery early in 1926. It assays a 
value of $70.71. 


Then "back in 1870 Winall Dalton 


secured a nugget on his claim at Iron 
and East Forks that had a value of 
$85. Stanley & Miller now own this 
claim, and it was from here that the 
Smith nugget was obtained. 


A find of about six or eight years 


ago is of record that eclipsed both 
these by far. Its value was $147. 


In pursuing the gold god in San 


Gabriel fianyon there have been per- 
iods of extreme activity, followed 
by prolonged lulls. The greatest ac- 
tivity followed tho gold rush to Cal- 
ifornia in 1849. When the fields of 
the northern discovery were flooded 
with the seekers, the overflow drifted 
southward—first halting in the Kern 
river valley, thence treking on to 
San Gabriel canyon, which had been 
heard of by the flowing stream of 
gold nugget hunters. 


There were said to be quite rich 


pickings along San Gabriel at that 
time—"pastures green" with the 
yellow metal. The 'canyon was dot-, 
ed from end to end with mining 
amps, filled with hustling miners. 
It was in this period that a typical 
Id-time mining village of preten- 
ions sprang up in tho basin of the 
orks of the San Gabriel river, where 
lie twenty-five million, dollar flood 
ontrol dam is to rear its great wall 
nd form one of the greatest reser- 
oir lakes of'the nation; where a 
ailroad is now being built to, to 
rcight construction material for this 
ngiueering feat; and where, when 
ompleted, will be the scene of ac- 
ivity again—not an old-time mining 
amp, but a pleasure resort in this 
Fonder recreation canyon. 


Well, this thriving mining village 


s said to have embarked on the 
osom of the San Gabriel river, fol- 
owiug a mountain cloud-burst, and 
vas rapidly transported to San Pe- 
.ro for an ocean cruise. This was 
n the latter: part of the 50 's. Not 
a landmark left, and but few of the 
ild-timers returned to the scone. 
• EldoradoviUeW' that -was tU«iHtme- 
)Jf the villagA',' was soon forgotten— 
and is yet unheard of by tho greater 
jopulation here now. 


Azusa, the present gateway city to 


.his charming canyon', was then un- 
cnown—and for twenty years later. 
Jut how many Azusans ever heard of 
Hldoradoville—through the old-tim 
ers? 


It is a romantic story, and is best 


told—grippingly, fascinatingly told 
—in "Southern Sierras," by the 
noted author, Charles Francis Saun- 
ders. This IB.a .volume issued by Mr. 
Saunders in J923, following a per 
sonal hike through this mountain 
range, in which he dwelt at consid- 
erable length in San Gabriel canyon. 


The story is told in the vernacu- 


lar of the old-time canyon dweller, 
who got the legend from a forinei 
dweller. It was told to Mr. Saunders 
on his stop at Bonita. 


ELDORADO VILLE 


Here's the story by the old-timer 


who said: 


'Mebbe you don't know it, but 


once there were mighty good placers 
in these mountains, not so much 
about here as lower down bolow 
Bonitn.; only there wasn't any Bo 
nita in them days—that's come in 
since. When, they struck gold in the 
Kern river country in the 1850 's, the 
crowd in the north started dowi 
there, and when Kern pinched out 
as it did pretty pronto, some of 'en 
naturally drifted on down here, anc 
there was real live times in the San 
Gabriel diggings fer several years 
Did you ever hear of Eldoradoville 
No, of course not; you'd have to be 
an old-timer to have heard of that 
I had the story of it from some o: 
the old boys, and it was a burg al 
right—a regular little old up-to-date 
raining town on the San Gabriel jus 
below the forks, not fifteen miles 
from here. What do you think ol 
that—a town in the heart of thes 
mountains and not a chimney left 
There was three stores, a bunch o: 
saloons, a stage line from Los An 
geles, 
political 
meetings, 
poker 


dances, and everything. Well sir 
everything was lovely for a time, an 
then in December, I think it was 
1859, there came a tremendous rain 
and it poured like the sky roof ha< 
caved in. The water in" the fork 
rose and kept on rising, and all rec 
ord.s of high water were broken. In 
a night, as -the old-timers used to say 
Eldoradoville changed from a moun 
tain town to a seaport, with a clea 
channel to the Pacific ocean. Weil 
air, she wasn't built for that, and, bj 
George, out she went to the sea— 
the whole shebang—houses, saloons 
Long Toms, sluices, wingdams, coffer 
dams, and, you bet, a lot of damn 
with an "n" 
in them from thos 


cleaned-out miners; and, say, it neve 
stopped till it brought up in Sa 
Pedro harbor, forty miles away. I 
sure was diacouragin'. Some of th 
boys kept on panning gold there fo 
several years after that, but I guess 
the civic spirit all went out in the 
flood, for I never heard of Eldorado- 
ville starting up again.—Azusa Her- 
ald.

two great, wars. We-have witnessed the advent and devel- 
opment of the automobile, submarine, airplane, moving 
pictures, radio, wireless telephony and a thousand other 
wonders. 


We live in a far different sort of a world to that which 


obtained only three decades back. New and complex sit- 
uations have arisen which have demanded the organization 
of specific movements to care for definite conditions, and 
not least, among these is the Parent-Teacher 
association, 


whose thirtieth birthday is now being celebrated.—Bald- 
win Park Progress. 


How Death Goes With Association— 


(Han Bernardino Sun) : If out of the hanging, within 


a week of each other, of two young men for the murder of 
;t Japanese woman in Northern California, anything more 
than mere, vengeance by the people of California is to come 
then there should be a more clear understanding of the law 
that sent the two to the gallows. 


The man who fired the actual shot that killed the wo- 


man died by his own hand rather than face death on the 
gallows. The other two faced trial and were convicted 
and sentenced to be hung. They did not fire a shot in the 
murder. 
They were companions of the murderer, his ac- 


complices in the commission of the crime of robbery. 


That only one man committed the actual act of mur- 


der makes no difference under the law. Ills companions 
stood before the bar of justice equally as guilty as the man 
who did the actual murder. All three were engaged in the 
robbery, and that made all of them guilty of murder when 
any one of them committed the act that brought death to 
thy victim <.>f the robbery. 


Such is the law punishing the crime of murder. Youths 


wiio he-'ome associated with others for the purpose of com- 
mitting (•rime—even when there is no thought of murder 
as far as they are concerned—might well study the result 
of this slaying of the. Japanese woman. They face the de- 
mand of the state that they die on the gallows should any 
member of a group engaged in a robbery or holdup, or 
other crime, kill their victim. 


It is true not all juries will fix the death penalty for 


all thi.se engaged in a crime which results in murder. In 
the case of the murder of Constable James West of Needles, 
only one paid the death penalty. 
Slater tired the actual 


shot. Brown, his companion in the robbery of a tilling sta- 
tion and the subsequent effort to dispose of the stolen 
goods, is serving a life sentence. 


There is one celebrated criminal case in which'an offi- 


cer was killed by one of two burglars. They were arrest- 
ed ; each blamed the other for the actual shooting and the 
state could not prove which one actually fired the shot. 
But the state demanded that both die, it was immaterial 
whi'-h one actually fired the shot. And both were hung. 


.So a youth, or e^'en a man of greater experience, may 
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der in lii.s heart. He is held responsible for what his com- 
panions may do when they are all engaged iu the commis- 
sion of a crime. The theory of the law is they arc all pre- 
pared, if one is prepared, to do murder, and if murder is 
committed then they an- equally guilty. 
Indeed it pays 


to be careful of associations, particularly when there is 
crime afoot.

Internal Bevenue Collector Galen 


H. Welch announced this week that 
five thousand income tax returns are 
being filed daily in his office. 
As 


only fifteen working days remain be- 
fore March 15th, the time limit for 
making income tax returns, Mr. 
Welch urges taxpayers to give this 
important duty preferred attention, 
and thus save themselves and the 
employees of the internal revenue de- 
partment much inconvenience, which 
delay involves if taxpayers wait un- 
til the last few days preceding March 
15th to file their returns.
